Impurity of Salem Water Supply 
Has Caused 109 Cases of Fever 
Since October Last—Percentage of 

Mortality Unusually High—Many | 
Families Leaving.

SALEM (Or.) Dec. 19.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Twenty-five deaths from 
typhoid fever and 109 cases reported, is 
Salem's record since October 15 last. 
Fifty new cases have developed within 
the past three weeks. Physicians are 
utterly unable to cope with the situae- 
tion and an appeal for aid’has been 
made to the State Board of Health. 

Impurity of the city water supply is 
the cause of the epidemic. Water for 
drinking purposes is taken from the 
Willamette River. and while a project 
is on foot to bring mountain water to 
the city, this cannot be done for at 
least two years. 

Percentage of mortality from the cases 
reportei — twenty-five deaths from 
109 cases—is said ‘to be unusually high. 
Many families are leaving the city to 
escape contagion. Every hospital in 
town is filled with cases, and there 
are many in private homes besides. 

Of those stricken, six were employed 
in various departments at the State 
Capitol.
